Very few of the cigars 
made in California are sold in the E -.stern 
States. 
Th y are ua-d princ’pvlly in Texas, 
Arkansaa and Mi issippi. 
Id > not believe 
thsre is any danger of the Chinese ever 
ohtainicg a monopoly of the cigar trade 
East, 
or 
even 
obtaining 
employment 
iu the manufactories. 
We can get along 
very will wiihuut them.

everything is quiet and we are fully equipped.

40,000,000 
pounds of ;he product are sold aunualiy in 
the State, and the illegitimate business is 
breaking up our export butter trsde.

terioe can be sold eighteen cents less than 
natural butter.

OUR LONDON LETTER. 


IHTBRESTIHG FACTS CONCERNING 
ERAL GORDON. 
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L o n d o n , February 23, 1884. 
English attention is still concentrated 
upon Egypt, and the most prominent ligure 
in that country is General Gordon, 
Sent 
out, with a single attendant, to pacify a re. 
bellious province as large as England and 
France combined, his commission was, 
perhaps, the most extraordinary that a 
human being ever undertook. 
But no 
mure exceptional was toe task than is the 
character of the man. 
G neral Gordon is 
certainly the most uuique personage of the 
age. 
In his make up there is a blending 
of tenderness and sternness, courage and 
diffidence, humility and piety, self-confi­ 
dence and self-abnegation, such as do not 
converge in mure than one man out of a 
million. 
No country but England, and 
England as t is to-day, could produce such 
a genius, and so peculiarly English are 
some elements in his strange composition— 
notably the association with his secular 
duties of those thoughts and motives which 
link man in close affinity to the Supreme 
Being—that the people of some other na 
tionalities will tiud it difficult to either ap 
precíate or understand him. 
Just now he 
is a puzzle to even his own admiring coun 
trymen, the English people being no less 
amazed at his recent proclamation, which 
seems to tolerate slavery in the Soudan 
than they were charmed and dazzled a few 
weeks ago by his 
SUBLIME COURAGE ANO WONDERFUL FAITH 
For an envoy of Great Britain to en­ 
deavor to make peace with rebels by prom 
ising them free traffic in human flesh is 
indeed a strange proceeding, considering 
the battles their country has fought in 
recent years, aud the laws she has enacted 
with the object of wiping out th is ‘evil. 
That the nation would condemn and igno­ 
miniously dismiss from its service any 
ordinary man who dared to take such a 
step, goes without saying. 
In this case, 
however, the apparent transgressor is not 
an ordinary man, nor are the circum­ 
stances of an ordinary nature. 
Hence, 
there is a disposition to forbear, to wait, 
to Buspend judgment, and hope for the 
best, until all the facts are known, and the 
General himself has an opportunity of ex­ 
plaining the motives, bearings and probable 
resultB of the course he has taken, 
Mean­ 
while General Gordon will remain the hero 
of the hour, and there will be an ever-in­ 
creasing desire in all countries for informa­ 
tion throwing light upon his character and 
history, 
HLS FAST HISTORY. 
Descending on both his father’s and 
mother’s side from lighting antecedents, 
Gordon was brought up to the military 
profession, iirst serving with bravery and 
distinction in the Crimea. 
His next expe­ 
rience of war was in China. 
While en­ 
gaged under the Chinese Emperor in quell­ 
ing a rebellion in one of the provinces, an 
event occurred which brought him into un­ 
pleasant conflict with the Chinese Govern­ 
ment. 
Gordon imagined himself disgraced 
by some slight the Government had ehown 
him. 
Usually the only weapon he carried 
was a stick, which the Chinese called his 
“ magic wand,” but so angered was be at 
this offense that he armed himself with a 
revolver, and could he then have found Li 
Hang Chang, the official through whom 
the slight had come, blood would no doubt 
have been shed. 
The revolver, however, 
soon gave way to the less murderous wea­ 
pon, and when we next see Gordon the 
Imperial Government has seDt him money 
and orders, and he is driving off the mes­ 
sengers with his stick. 
In the end, Li 
Hung Chang wrote a paper to vindicate 
himself and exonerate Gordon, but practi­ 
cally the document was au elaborate apol­ 
ogy to the t lanera). 
In his Chinese com­ 
mand frequent cases of mutiny occurred. 
In one instance the mutineers sent in their 
demands in writing, the non-commissioned 
officers refusing to tell either why the men 
would not fall in or who wrote the procla­ 
mation. 
W hat followed is related thus : 


W ITH QUIET 
DETERMINATION 
Gordon then tcld them that oDe in every 
five would bashot, an announcement which 
was received with groans, during which 
demonstration the Commander, with great 
shrewdness, determined in his own mind 
that the man whose groans were the most 
emphatic and prolonged was the ring­ 
leader. This man was a Corporal. Gordon 
approached him, dragged him out of the 
rank with his own hand, and ordered two 
of the infantry standing by to shoot him 
on the spot. 
The order having been 
obeyed, Gordon then rent the remaining 
non-commissioned officers 
into confine­ 
ment for one hour, with the assurance that 
within that time, if the men did not fall 
in, and if the name of the writer of the 
proclamation was cot given, every fifth 
man among them should be shot. 
This 
brought them to thfir senses. 
The files 
fell in and the writer's came was dis­ 
closed, when, as (.ordonexpected, it turned 
out to be the loud-voiced Corporal.

When appointed to 
succeed Sir Samuel Baker as Governor of 
the tribes in Upper Egypt, the Khedive 
offered him a ealary of £10,000, but he ac­ 
cepted only £2,000.

Baccarat has at last found a shrine in 
New York. 
Its votaries are not yet as nu­ 
merous as they are in London and Paris, 
but the game is an insidious one, and we 
may yet see in this country a repetition of 
the gambling mania which recently reached 
a climax in London. In a quiet side street, 
not far from Broadway, is a house which is 
distinguished from its neighbors only by 
the gas jet which dimly illuminates its ves­ 
tibule until an early hour iu the morning. 
The house is conducted as a proprietary 
club, and the visitor, before admission, is 
obliged to go through the preliminaries of 
introduction and being enrolled as a resi­ 
dent or uon-rcsident member. 
The dueB 
are not heavy, and the principal requisite 
for admission is a willingness to tempt the 
fickle goddess and the means to make sac­ 
rifices to her. 
Once admitted the visitor 
will find on the first floor nothing to indi­ 
cate the character of the so-cailed club, aud 
he w ill be sadly disappointed if he expects 
to find aDy of the g .rgeousness in furniture 
and decoration which characterizes the 
traditional gaming-house. 
On reaching the 
second floor, however, the unmistakable 
click of ivory chips is heard. 
About a 
table, Bhaped like a ligure eight, are seated 
a score or more of players, and a mixed 
lot they are. 
A Cuban or two, three or 
four Frenchmen and Italians, some genuine 
Englishmen and some pseudo-Englishmen, 
a pair of dudes, and a sprinkling of Ameri­ 
cans of the baser sort compose a crowd 
which is denationalized and unified in the 
common desire to capture the dealer’s 
money. 
The intense stillness, which is 
thought to be necessary where heavy gam­ 
bling is going on, is absent here, and, al­ 
though the stakes are quite heavy, there is 
a continual current of banter and just, 
English malediction or French exultation— 
or vice versa,'as the luck may turn—tri­ 
umph on one sido of the table and cursiDg 
on the other, all punctuated with the 
dealer’s monotonous ‘‘No more,” and the 
occasional “ Bac ” from dealer or player. 
At intervals the bank is either broken or 
tho banker sees fit to retire from Lis oner­ 
ous position. 
The club attendant puts the 
privilege up at auction, and his “ Five 
hundred, once—five hundred, twice—five 
hundred three times, and sold to Mr. Blank,” 
determines that Mr. Biaak is to place five 
hundred dollars in money on the table to 
be played against by the puLters until 
it is exhausted or until he has dealt through 
three packs of cards. 
In the latter event 
the hauk is again auctioned off to the high­ 
est bidder. 
Nothing but cash or counters 
redeemablo by the club is permitted to be 
played for, and this has the salutary effect 
of limiting players to tho amount they 
have with them, making it impossible for 
rash players to involve themselves or their 
bank accounts in ruin through the mo­ 
mentary excitement of the game. 
This is 
the only redeeming feature oi baccarat. 
Otherwise it is as pernicious in its effects 
as keno or any other disreputable mode of 
gambling. 
Novel writers have thrown a 
halo of distinction about it which it in no 
wise deserves. Certain features of tho game 
make it impossible for it to be played under 
ordinary surroundings, and itj has there­ 
fore come to be regarded as almost exclu- 
sivsly as a club game, hut the recent ex­ 
posures in Baris show that, evin under the 
most favorable circumstances, it can be 
made the means of fashionable swindling, 
while experienced card players say that 
I 


with the most triilin" collusioD, it furnishes 
a Bplendid field for sharp practica.

he a bad day lor New York when baccarat 
becomes to be more generally played.—•

P a r i s , February 21, 1SS4. 
Parisians are great’y concerned this week 
over a document just published—“ The 
Statistics of the Suicides of Paris of 1SS3”— 
and though a similar document is published 
every year, it never fails to create a pro­ 
found feeling of astonishment and horror. 
Parisians are terrified at the frightful in­ 
crease of Buicides, and are asking seriously 
that something may be done ; that a law 
may be passed, for instance, identical with 
that of England. 
Bat those who have 
thoughtfully studied the pathology and 
psychology of suicide know that no law 
can prevent its increase. 
Since, and long 
enough before, the 
birth of 
Goethe’s 
“ W erther” different temperaments have 
held different views of suicides, but the 
Parisian view seems mere particularly to 
approach that cf ancient Rime, where 


SUICIDE WAS A PHILOSOPHICAL PRECEPT. 
In almost all countries suicide is generally 
regarded as a cowardly act, but despite 
the horror of the Parisian at the sight of 
the bulky statistics, ho will tell you that 
nothing is a greater mistake—that it is 
neither cowardly for Christian believers 
nor for infidels, but a crime for the former 
aud An honor for the latter ; that, in fact, 
suicide is almost the only thing which dis­ 
tinctly marks the difference between man 
and beast, if regarded Í om the material­ 
ist’s point of view; that the man who takes 
hia own life commits an act forbidden by 
nature to his horse or to his dog. 
Tnese 
last statistics indicate that suicide is less 
frequent among the poorer than the wealth­ 
ier classes, and that artists take their life 
much oftener than is generally suspected 
As there are two kinds of artists, the 
artist who thinks and executes, and the 
artist who executes without thinking, the 
first is recognized, while the Becoud suffers 
the unbeareb’e ar.guish of neglect, which 
often leads to suicide. 
As there are a third 
less of suicides among women than men, 
it would seem that women were more 
hopeful than men, but Parisians give 


TWO VERY D IFFERENT REASONS. 
First, that a woman is organ zed like a 
child, and can weep over s o t o w , and that 
uo one ever heart! of a weeping suicide. 
The second reason is, that women have not 
the liberty that men have to commit sui­ 
cide. 
However this may be, the French 
pbvsiciaus all declare that suicide is con­ 
cealed eight times out of ten. 
If the sta­ 
tistics Btate that there were 600 suicides at 
Paris in 1SS3, they affirm that the correct 
figure is nearly 4,000; that is to say, at the 
rate of ten suicides a day. 
The Parisian 
suicides resort to the most extraordinary 
and the most violent means to rid them­ 
selves of the burden of life : but the favor­ 
ite method is the inhalation of the fumes 
of charcoal. 
Even children resort to tl is 
means of self-destruction ; and as charcoal 
is used freely in all French kitchens, and 
even in Bleeping-rooms, the intention of 
the poor little ones is not suspected until 
too late to prevent the mischief. 
The 
Seine is the favorite suicide resort of young 
girls. 
Only the other day two young 
creatures 


W ALKED STRAIGHT INTO TH E P.IVER, 
Hand-in-hand, laughing merrily aud keedy 
rt juicing in the death they had gone to 
seek. 
The only amusing Buicide of the 
statistics is that of a young married man, 
of excellent position, who shot himself be­ 
cause his wife would not permit him to 
smoke all over the house. 
Undoubtedly 
this was a pretext, and he belonged to the 
large family of suicides who take their 
lives when apparently happieBt. 
Some­ 
thing from beyond the grave seems to call 
them, and they go out of life swiitly and 
suddenly, as one leaves a ball-room in the 
midst of the dance, in response to a voice 
outside, heard only by the person sum­ 
moned. 
CHARLOTTE DE CORDAY. 
Among the private historical houses in 
Paris may b? mentioned No. 15, Rue d’Ar- 
gont, where lived Charlotte de Corday, 
and then, as now, it was the Hotel de 
Provence. 
This was a favorite hotel of 
good old families of the provinces, coining 
up to Paris for a short stay. 
Charlotte de 
Corday was a young Norman girl, of poor 
but noble parentage, who regarded Marat 
as the chief of the Red Republicans, and 
she resolved to rid the world of him. 
She 
lived with her auut at Caen, where she 
met Madame Roland and the Girondists, 
who had taken refuge there. 
On the 19th 
of July she left her aunt’s house, and on 
arriving st Paris ordered a cabman to 
drive to the U otil de Provence, where she 
engaged au apartment for several days. It 
happened that M arat’s house was close 
by, 
and 
she 
soon 
discovered 
that 
he 
was 
ill 
and 
confined 
to 
hia 
rooms. 
Charlotte requested by letter an 
interview, and called at half-past 7 o’clock 
on the evening of the 13th. 
Marat was in 
a bath, but allowed the beautiful young 
girl to enter the room. A cloth was thrown 
over the bath, and the two entered into 
conversation. 
The subject was the Gi­ 
rondists who had taken refuge at Caen. 
“ Before the week is ended,” said Marat, 
“ not one of them shall have escape the 
guillotine.” 
Scarcely had he uttered these 
words, when the young girl drew a knife 
from her ktrchief, and plunged it to the 
blit in toe monster’s heart. 
He gave one 
loud cry, and sank hick dead in the bath. 
Two days later she was sent to the guil­ 
lotine, and died saying, “ One man have I 
slain to save a hundred thousand.” 
Her 
extraordinary beauty gave a lively interest 
to her heroic deed. 
Toe portraits of Char­ 
lotte de CorJay represent her as tall, hut 
admirably proportioned, with a figure full 
cf grace and dignity. 
The arms, bauds 
and shoulders were models of beauty. 
An 
expression of gentleness 
and 
serenity 
c laractcrized her fair oval conrenance and 
regular features. Her nose was straight and 
well formed, her msuth serious, but very 
beautiful. 
Like most of 
the Normau 
women, her complexion was transparent, 
and thick brown hair fell in curls round her 
neck and shoulders. 


THE PARIS CONSERVATOIRE, 
Not long airee the Minister of Public 
Instruction broaght a suit against Mile. 
Darland, a talented pupil of the Conserva­ 
toire of Paris, for having signed, without 
his permission, an engagement with the 
Theatre Gymnaee. 
The Conservatoire is 
veiy strict in these matters, and the friends 
of the young lady have been anxious, but 
M. Kaetnpfen, Director of the School of 
Fine Arts and an old friend of the family, 
used his influence, and the young artiste 
has been released. 
It is well for Ameri­ 
cans desirous to enter the Paris Conserva­ 
toire to know that they arc the absolute 
slaves of he institute until they are grad­ 
uated, and even afterward, in most casts, 
they are not permitted to enter into any 
engagement without consent of the Minis­ 
ter of l’ablio Instruction. 
It may seem 
hard, but the Conservatoire is a Govern­ 
ment institute, and this must be t tken into 
consideration, 


A FRENCH SCHOOL OF MUSIC 
Was founded in 1882 by Remi Montardon, 
with ninety-three professors of the first 
rank, and from the 1st of January, 1SS4, 
this school was declared “ as free as the 
Conservatorio.” 
There are S14 pupils, and 
the examination in March will probably 
admit as many more. 
It is not generally 
known that this school was founded by 
several wealthy Parisians who object to the

Conservatoire.

The papers had sharply rebuked 
the lidies for keeping their h.md-bouquets 
to themselves on Gerster’s opening night, 
so when the Italians in the topmost gal 
lery started a patriotic demon-tratiou and 
the cries, “ La Diva, la diva !” would have 
thrilled a stone, the air was dirk with the 
flying fl iwers all about the graceful figure 
of the Binger. 
Patti is 41, she looks 27. 
There is something peculiar about her 
eyeB; they are blue, and show the effects 
of co istant darkening of the eyelashes. 
Tne sudden development of the round 
column of the throat, that is generally 
hidden away in adipose tissue in the case 
of women, is most noticeable in Patti. 
She Beems to have all the g its of the gods. 
In the last act of “ Traviata” she Bhakes 
down a rnasB of long, abundant, black hair, 
that Beems heavy for her small, shapely 
head. 
She has a beautiful figure, and won­ 
derful, wonderful clothe3. 
Almost all her 
dresses in “ T raviata” were white. 
In 
the scene in the country-house she wore a 
broad pink sash brocaderwith large purple 
pansies, and in the scene at Flora s ball, in 
the third act, she wore the celebrated dress 
powdered with diamonds, as well as dia­ 
mond ornaments 
on wrist, and 
neek, 
and 
hair. 
The display 
would 
have 
been repulsive on almost any ooe else, but 
on her no more than the metallic tints on a 
tropical bird. 
She seems made for the 
costliest and rarest that there is, and her 
voice fu ly corresponds to her radiant per 
Bonality. 
It is pasrioDate rather than ten­ 
der, brilliant in timbre, full, and what the 
Germans call “ dark ” in the lower notes, 
with a tendency to sharp in the upper. 
She is a little on the waDe, even she, the 
wonderful Patti, or I ft-ar we should not 
s e c her here; but it is worth all the strug­ 
gle to see her.

Englishmen to learn that, notwithstanding 
the boasted sup. r or education of Scotland,

Ireland 
only seventeen. 
T it increased letter cor­ 
respondence is only one item in the growth 
of the Bostoffice. 
Post-cards did not exist 
in 1S39 ; they are a wholly new invention 
within the memory of all of us. 
Their 
circulation cow excteds 114 000,000. 
In 
addition, £28,000,000 of bjoks, packets 
and circulars, and 140,000,000 of newspa­ 
pers, passed through the post in the year, 
making a total of, more than 1,852,000,000 
of packets of one kind aud another. 
Tne 
increase in the circulation during a single 
year is now nearly equal to the total num­ 
ber of letters carried by the department in 
1839.—[English Illustrated Magnzme. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


V ivisection. — Antivivisectionists in 
this country will hear with regret of the 
blow which their cause has sustained in 
Germany. 
The question whether vivisec­ 
tion should be prohibited in educational 
establishments, and its abuse puuiahed by 
law, was handed over last German Parlia­ 
mentary session to the Government for de­ 
cision. The Minister of Education referred 
the matter to the medical faculties.

ve-diot of the committee of the Berlin 
University, composed of the ablest German 
medical men, was published a few days 
ago, stating that vivisection is essential for 
both students and scholars,’ that without 
it further progress in physiology becomes 
impossible, and that no definite judgment 
can be formed by students if they have not 
been taught by experiments the most im­ 
portant laws of life.

THE GIAST'S CLÜB. 
The valley of Green river is full of natu­ 
ral curiosities, in the shape of sharp peaks 
and detached rocks, that seem to have been 
tumbled about when giants, of a magni­ 
tude we would scarcely wish to imagine, 
were at play. One of the rocks has taken, 
or received, the name of the Giant s ( lub, 
and certainly the giant who could wield it 
must be of proportions more than cel issal. 
It rises with slnoBt perpendicular sides, 
and the man who would alt;mpt to scale it 
must be of an adventurous spirit indeed. 
A curious feature about the rock is its com­ 
position, which shows it to bave been 
formed originally at the bottom of a lake. 
Tne rock lies in regular strata, and most of 
them contain fossils of plants and fishes. 
Toe plants are all extinct species, and 
closely allied to our fruit aul forest trees ; 
but among them are some palms, indicat­ 
ing a warmer climate in the days when the 
deposit was formed. Dr. F. V. Hayden, 
an able geologist, who has spent seven­ 
teen years in exploring the regions drained 
by the Missouri and its northern branches, 
has given attention tr the valley of Green 
river, and examined itsfossils. He found the 
plants in the upper part of the rock, and 
about 100 feet lower down he discovered 
the remainB of fishes, all of them belonging 
to fresh water, and all extinct species. 
T.iey were imbedded iu oiiy shales, and 
insects were found with them, in a re­ 
markably good st ite of preservation ; there 
were also the feathers of birds, an! a few 
seeds and water plants, along with the 
fishes. This shale rock is so impregnated 
with oily matter, evidently derived from 
the animal life buried in it, that it can bs 
made to bum. On one occisión the work­ 
men on the road built a fire on the tr&ck, 
and those petroleum shales ignited, and 
burned for a day or two. Tnere are also 
iu ttiese hills several beds of an earthy sub­ 
stance, which has heen used in stoves for 
fuel. It is not really vegetable matter, 
like cos! but masses of earth impregnated 
with oil ; the oil burns out with a good 
flame and much heat, though the great 
mass of earth is still left. Consequently, 
it proved a failure for practical purposes. 
Tnese rocks belong to one of the great 
fresh-watcr lakes that abounded in this 
region during the tertiary period.—[Leslie’s 
Sunday Magazine.

FASHIONS FOB MEN. 
At present the dress coat is bring made 
chiefly of broadcloth, although quite a 
number are ordered from corkscrew worst­ 
eds. The edges are made either plain or 
corded, with the lapel seam defined by a 
fine tracing cord. The sleeves are gen­ 
erally finished with Bevere plainness, al­ 
though it is correct enough to iiniUte cuffs. 
They are of medium length, with the but­ 
tons a trifle less toan midway between the 
collar seam and bottom 
The collar and 
lapels are light. The roll ie long, reaching 
generally to a little below the second hole 
from the waist and often extending to the 
strap. The strap is narrow and ahould 
cover one-third the distance from lapel 
seam to back skirt. At the hips it should 
be well rounded, and at the bottom, which 
should be quite narrow, it has the comers 
turned a mere trifle. The silk shows to 
the end of a collar or edge of holes as de­ 
sired. White silk linincs are beii g intro­ 
duced and worn extensively by leaders of 
society. 
D O fELE-BREASTED FROCKS. 
For spring and summer wear the liwer 
opening, which is rapidly becoming popu­ 
lar, 19 a change that should be welcome to 
a!l 
The lapels and collar are light. Tae 
edges are spaced for live holes and turn to 
the second. As the lapels are narrow the 
buttons are correspondingly near the edge, 
The silk, as a general thing, extends to 
the edge of the collar. 
Tne edges are 
bound with medium width binding, put on 
half and half, or are narrow flat braided. 
Flat braid felled is the more popular and 
desirable fiaiah. 
The sleeves have two 
hol-s and buttons and are finished to imi­ 
tate cuffs. The length is medium. Some­ 
what shorter than last season ; ISA and 37 
to 37i are right for a man of medium hight. 
For midsummer a somewhat shorter Prince 
Albert will be made that will ha finished 
as soft as possible and have all the holes 
double-worked so that the lapels may turn 
free to waist or bottom as desired. These 
coats are made in all colors from a guiet 
gray to blue, wine and olives, black, of 
course, being the most in demand. The 
single-breasted straight front frock will 
close with five buttons, otherwise it will 
be the same as the Prince Albert. 
MORNING COATS. 
The one, three, four and five-button cut­ 
away frocks are each suitable for morning 
wear or business purpueea. 
In cutting 
these coats, as they approach the one-but­ 
ton form the fronts assume a more un­ 
broken Bweep ; on the three button coat it 
is quite possible to cut the fronts so as to 
show tut little trace of any angle, but on 
those that close with four or five buttons 
it is more difficult, and is seldom at­ 
tempted. TheBe coats are not cut away so 
much »s formerly, nor are the skirts 90 
greatly rounded. The newest and noblest 
form is that of the short one button cut­ 
away ; this coat is some two or three 
inches shorter than those that close with 
three or more buttons, and has the fronts 
cut with a greater round. The skirt is 
rounded almoat in a true circle from top to 
bottom at back. For the heated turn a 
low-roll coat will be quite popular. Tuis 
coat ehould be rather longer thau the one 
just mentioned, and should not be cut 
away so much. Flaps are seldom used ex­ 
cept on the low-roll coat. On worsteds 
and smooth-faced goods binding and braids 
are used, but rougher suitings are gen­ 
erally stitched. Wnen stitched, the sieeves 
are either finished with oue or three rows 
around the hand. The average turn of 
lapel is 31 inches. 
SACKS. 
For business purposes there is no coat so 
generally acceptable as the sacks. The 
most populir form for spring wear will be 
the five-button Btraight fronts, rounded 
slightly at bottom. Later in the season 
the low roll sack will be more worn. The 
roll will extent to the lower button, but 
will not be heavy. The fronts will be well 
rounded to opposite the side pockets, and 
then cut away with a bold sweep. The 
one-button cutaway 
sack, with patch 
pockets, will be a favorite during the 
warmer months. This coat will open rather 
lower than those which close w ill more 
buttons, and will he somewhat looser. The 
length of sacks has slightly increased ; 
they are now made from 20 to 30 inches 
long for the average hight. A V is usually 
taken out under the arm, as the back 
should be fitted quite shapely.—[American 
Fashion Rtview.

BSARS and w o lv es. 
It would bs difficult in all nature to find 
two wild animals so diametrically opposed 
in appearance, habits, and character as the 
bear and the wolf. 
Yet it would be diffi­ 
cult in all poetry to find two wild animals 
more intimately associated. The shambling, 
fruit eating, retiring, straightforward, and 
mild-mannered hear has nothing in com­ 
mon with the agile, flesh-preferring, ag­ 
gressive, treacherous, and ferocious wolf. 
Nevertheless, in poetry they are as punctu­ 
ally and arbitrarily bracketed together as 
larks and linnets, or apes and asses. Bruin 
has had to suffer much iu consequence, 
first of all, of the ignominous familiarly 
which its dancing and being baited have 
induced ; and, secondly, of its unfortunate 
personal appearance. But when it seta it­ 
self going aftsr anyone it wishes to catch, 
the hear displays an agility and address 
which those who have been hunted by it 
declare to be amazmg. And when it wishes 
to get beetle-grubs out of the ground, ants 
out of their nest, honey out of a bee-tree, 
fruit from a Blender bough, or birds’ eggs 
out of a nest, it shows itself to be as 
ingenious and skillful as any other animal 
that has to live by its wits. 
To get, 
for instance, at the bettle grubs. 
It 
scratches off the upper earth and then 
sucks them up out of the ground—an ap­ 
plication of a scientific process which no 
animal without a prodigious reserve ol air­ 
force could hope to accomplish. When it 
wishes to empty an ant-hive it knocks the 
top off with its paws, and then, applying 
iti mouth to the central gallery of the nest, 
inhales its breath forcibly, thereby setting 
up such a current of air that all the ants 
and their eggs come whirling up iuto the 
mouth like packets through a pneumatic 
tube. When robbing hies it does not get 
stung, and while after wild apricots or 
acorns it not only balances itseF with all 
the judgment of a rope-walker, but uses 
its weight very cleverly so as to bring 
other boughs within reach of its curved 
claws. Nor while doing this does it con­ 
ceal what it ie about, Oa the contrary, 
when sucking out au ant-heap or grub- 
hole, it makes such a noise that on a etili 
evening it can be heard a quarter of a mile 
off, and when up a tree, and not alarmed, 
it goes smashing about among the houghs 
as if beais were not only the rightful lords 
of the manor, hut as if there were no 
such things as enemies in the world.— 
[ Belgravia. 
C annons o f S ilk a n d S te e l — A Ger­ 
man inventor proposes to make cannons 
by wrapping a steel tube wito siik until a 
diameter is attained corresponding with 
the ballistic power which is required for 
the cannon. For any given diameter, silk 
possesses a tenacity as great as that of the 
best tempered steel, and has the advantage 
of a superior elasticity. After the tube 
has heen made, it is centered upon a lathe 
which turns with great angular velocity, 
Above and parallel with the tube are ar­ 
ranged a number of epools of silk, which 
cover the surface in the form of a helix, by 
means of guides, without leaving any 
Bpaee between the threads. Mi hen the 
desired thickness has been obtained, the 
silk is coated with gutta-percha or hard­ 
ened caoutchouc, iu order to preserve it 
from air aud dampness. The silk being a 
bad conductor of heat, the gun can be fired 
very often without getting hot, and it is 
stated that it can be more easily managed, 
since its weight is only one-third as great 
as if it were all steel. Thus the “ leather 
guns of old—barrels of leather, bound 
with iron hoops—are to find an imitation 
in cannons of silk and steel.

The heads of 
iineae two departm ents were recently called 
upon by the New Y ork Civil Service Com­ 
mission of New York for their testimony 
.or or against civil service reform ruies as 
exemplified in their offices. 
collector W . H. Robertson replies, and 
uears witness in favor of the system, say- 
mg . 
“ The appointm ents are made upon 
competitive exam ination wherever it is 
uracticable so to do. 
No wiBer or safer 
rule could be devised for filling these 
omces. 
It gives the Government compe­ 
tent and intelligent servants. 
U nder it 
the employe obtains and retains his place 
solely upon his m erits, and not through 
■olitical influence or the partiality of the 
appointing power, and consequently he 
feels a sense of independence and security. 
I t relieves the Collector of untold annoy­ 
ances. and enables him to devote his whole 
time to the discharge of his legitimate 
uutiea.” 
He closes by advising New York 
to adhere to her new syBtem and extend 
it, oecause his experience is that it is pro­ 
ductive of the moBt satisfactory results. 
postm aster H. G. Pear6ou makes a long 
ana detailed reply of like character. 
He 
testifies th at the public iutercst has been 
auvanced in the improvement of the postal 
service by the adoption of competitive tests 
j r standards for the appointm ent of the 
subordinate 
public 
servants 
employed 
therein. 
To a greater or 
less extent 
m ethods involving competitive tests have 
obtained at the New York office since 1872, 
c a t at first in a crude and im perfect form 
—no properly form ulated system having 
oeen adopted until 1871*. when the “ Rules 
governing appointm ent and promotion in 
ibe New York Postoffice,” prepared by 
■ ton. Thomas L. James, and approved by 
the President and the Postm aster General, 
went into operation, and continued in force 
.ntil superseded by the rales prescribed by 
tne present Roard of U nited States Civil 
Service v otnmissioners. 
xx summing up of Mr. Pearson’s teati- 
uiay be thus 
made. 
1. The civil ser­ 
vice reform system relieves the appoint 
ing office of the burden formerly imposed 
by the constant receipt and consideration 
of personal and w ritten applications from 
..anuidatcs for appointm ent and from their 
friends, relatives, and others, based on po­ 
litical. social, and benevolent considera­ 
tions, whereby he was prevented from giv­ 
ing th at exclusive attention to his official 
duties which is necessary to their proper 
performance. 
2. 
Those chosen by competitive exami­ 
nation are, as a rule, much batter qualified 
for the performance of the duties required 
than those who obtained their positions 
through political influence as a reward for 
political or personal services, or through 
the natural desire of influential persons to 
re ticve themselves of incapable and shift- 


i ' ss relatives and dependents by transfer- 
ing the burden of their maintenance to the 
-uvernment. 
Men who have secured posi- 
‘, ons solely by having demonstrated their 
probable ability to fill them , and who enter 
the service w ith the distinct understand­ 
ing th at iheir chances for retention and 
promotion depend entirely upon the manner 


in which their duties are performed, may 
naturally he expected to display far more 
diligence, zeal, and interest in their work 
than persons who consider themselves as 
having been sim ply “ provided for ” by be­ 
ing furnished w ith the means of drawing a 
m onthly stipend from the national treasury 
for their support, with the implied under­ 
standing th at the equivalent to be rendered 
therefor was a secondary consideration, if 
considered at all. 
This expectation, he 
declares, has been realized, so far as his 
experience has extended. 
3. The result of the reformed system of 
appointm ent has been in the direction of 
economy. 
T hat a certain num ber of men, 
working w ith the zeal, industry, and fideli­ 
ty which form the sole tenure by which 
they hold their positions, and on the dis­ 
play of which rests their hope of promo­ 
tion, will render better service than a 
larger num ber who depend upon other in 
fluences for like results, is a self-evident 
probability, and one which has been prac. 
tically fulti led at the New Y ork office, as 
shown in the fact th at while la one of its 
largest departm ents (mailing and distribu­ 
tion) the bulk of mail m atter had increased 
in 1S82 37.30 per cent, over th a t bandied 
in 1874, the cost of the service required in 
handling it was 20 per cent, less than dur­ 
ing the U tter year. 
He clinches the state­ 
m ent by statistical aid, when he adds : 
“ In the 
money-order 
departm ent 
the 
records show th at for the past nine years 
there has been an increase in the number 
of orders issued, paid etc., of 110 per 
cent., and in the amount of money handled 
of 94 per cent., while the increase in the 
cost of the clerical Bervice required for the 
performance of the business has been but 
IS per cent.” 
4. The system is based upon such m eth­ 
ods for the conduct for public business as 
naturally commend themselves to business 
men as best calculated to secure efficiency, 
economy and profit, and this latter term is, 
in public service, the equivalent and repre­ 
sentative of reduced taxation. 
Mr. Pearson ad m i. 8 th at the Bystem of 
appointm ent through competitive exam­ 
ination is not a never-failing means of 
seenring the services of none hut the most 
efficient and deserving for the performance 
of the public business. 
In spite of all pre­ 
cautions, it ÍB and has been possible, he 
says, for idle, intem perate, dishonest, and 
careless persons to find employm ent under 
th at system. 
B ut, he adds, the cases have 
been rare in which those defectB have not 
been discovered before the expiration of 
the six m onths’ term of probation, and the 
unfaithful or incom petent 
servant dis­ 
missed. 
“ The public service, in short, is 
exposed to the same chances in this re­ 
spect as those incident to the conduct of 
the affairs of a private firm or corporation. 
If business m ethods, in the latter case, are 
the controlling influence, to the exclusion 
of consideration of family ties or friend­ 
ship, employes are selected after an in­ 
quiry as to character, antecedents and 
qualifications, which is virtually a com­ 
petitive examination ; and yet the success­ 
ful candidate may prove on practical trial 
to be lazy, stupid, careless, or dishonest— 
though he is surely less likely to be so than 
if he had been placed on the pay-roll for 
no other reason than becauEe he was the 
orphan nephew of a member of the firm, 
or the son of a friend of a director ; for at 
least some effort has been made to obtain 
assurance th at he will be likely to render 
an equivalent for his pay, and will seek to 
rxtxin his place by faithful attention to the 
interests of his employers, and to secure 
promotion by the exercise, in th at direc­ 
tion, of w hatever natural abilities he may 
possess. ”-

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SEARCHING 
FOR 
A 
LOST 
FLEET. 


There is about to be engaged in by the 
Archaeological Society of Vienna, a not­ 
able search in the bottom of the Straits of 
Salamis. 
Tne purpose is to penetrate the 
silt deposits of tw enty-tw o centuries, and 
seek for curions relics of the great naval 
battle engaged in there 480 years before 
Christ. 
It recalls the story of the courage 
of the Spartans and Athenians, and the 
great invasion cf Greece by Xerxes. 
According to Herodotus the I’ereian land 
and naval force consisted of no lees than 
2 500,000 fighting men. 
The Athenians, 
I’nonicians, Plat mans and Thespians united 
to defend their country against the invad­ 
ers. 
The Spartans had command of the 
forces, though furnishing the least military 
material. 
Xerxes began his march from 
Sardis to the HellespoMt in the year 4S0, 
crossing the narrow gut of water on his 
famous bridge of boats, and approaching 
Greece along the coast of Thrace. 
In the 
defile between the mountain (Eta and 
the morass of the Maiiac Gulf, Leonidas 
and his Spartan band confronted the Per­ 
sian host, and sent down to history the 
record of one of the most heroic struggles 
in which men ever engaged. 
The Greek fl iet, on Xerxes’ securing 
Thermopyhe, being reinforced by Athenian 
ship», sailed from the Artemisium Strait, 
where it had successfully engaged the Per­ 
sian ships, and speeding southward rounded 
the Sunium promontory, turned north­ 
westward to the Straits of Salamis, and 
came to anchor off the A ttican coast under 
the shadow of the 
great 
intellectual 
metropolis, Athens. 
Aided by the boats 
the Athenians fl-.d from their city across 
the narrow straits to the island of Salami», 
only a small force remaining to defend the 
Acropolis. This seat, however, the Persians 
soon wrested from the gallant garrisoD, and 
the city was given to the flames. 
A t the 
same moment X erxes’ fleet sailed into the 
Bay of Pnalerum on one side, th at Aristides 
brought the news also of the occupation by 
the Persians of the chief entrance to the 
hay of K’cuses on the other, and thus the 
Greeks were cooped up in the Darrow 
waters of Salamis w ith nothing left but to 
tight or subm it. 
Themistoclea kept the Grecian fleet to­ 
gether and advanced upon the 2 Ó00 Per­ 
sian ships th at completely blocked all the 
Salamiau Strait, being so thickly planted 
th at penetration of the vast armado was 
deemed impossible. 
Xerxes built for him ­ 
self upon the slopes of Aegulcus a great 
platform, on which in a lofty throne he 
composed himself to witness the battle. 
B at he was destined to chagrin, for the 
desperate driven Greeks won a victory the 
luster of which has not dimmed to this 
day. 
The battle began w ith the early sun, 
bat long before it w ent down 200 Persian 
ships, pierced by the besks of the enemy, 
had gunk to the bottom of the unfriendly 
waters ; scores of others were in posseseion 
of the enemy, and the remainder put to 
flight. 
The Ring himself was forced to 
hastily vacate his monntain throne and 


eeek safety in flight, scarce pausing until 
he had rf crossed the H ellespont, which, 
bu t a little while before, in his im potent 
rage, he had caused to be scourged w ith 
300 lashes for destroying the firtt bridge of 
boats he had throw n over from Abydoa on 
his march to conquer Greece. 
Ever siDce the rich galleys of Persia and 
the iron-prowed trirem es of Greece have 
lain upon the bed of Salamis straits. 
G re­ 
cian divers, centuries ago, groped among 
them for treasures, bu t the archaeologists 
of to-day deem th at there remains enough 
of the curious to reward them for such a 
search as by the aid of modern submarine 
apparatus can he made. 
And so the \ an- 
kee diver and the German dredger and the 
English excavator and the French fishlike 
submarine boats are to be brought to the 
service of antiquarians in dragging from 
the eands of Salamis, where the channel 
waB once choked by the richly-decked and 
jeweled Persian ships of war, the trophies 
of a Grecian victory won 2,200 years and 
more ago. 
W e are told th at the society 
th at is to undertake this work is backed 
by a fund of several hundred thousand dol 
lars, and it will probably require it all to 
drag from the A ttic shore the relics believed 
to strew the bottom of the Btrait. 
F ortu­ 
nately for the archa'ilogists, the precise 
situation of the fleets when they grappled 
in the death struggle is known. The Greek 
vessels were in line directly in front of the 
still visible ruins of the ancient town of 
Salamis, which occupied a place upon the 
northeastern shore of the island. 
Directly 
opposite upon the shore of Attica, and but 
ten miles distant from the still smoking 
Athene, was the almost countless swarm of 
PersiaD ships. 
In the strait itself, or a 
little to the northeast of the deeper chan­ 
nel, the fleets met, the iron beaks fastened 
upon the vitals of the hulls, and the sold­ 
iers of Greece and Persia engaged in th at 
terrible struggle, dependent upon personal 
prowess, skill in the use of weapons, and 
hand-to-hand encounter. 
The world will look w ith great interest 
for the outcome of this strange diving into 
classic waters to discover to modern gaze 
the relics of war of the heroic nations 
of the distant past, I t is not expected th at 
there will be made to our store of knowl­ 
edge any great additions by this research, 
but it is possible th at it will result in satis­ 
fying largely a natural enriosity and in in­ 
creasing very much the technical informa­ 
tion of archaeological associations, and the 
carious collections of the world's museums. 


PERSISTING 
IN 
INSULTS. 


W hen it is boldly asserted, as was done 
yesterday in print by an apparently con­ 
scienceless journal th at seems determined 
to pursue the policy of rule or ruin, that 
the levee tax election was m anipulated by 
dishonorable methods, it adds insult to 
effrontery. 
I t was not enough th at it had 
the advantage in th at election of requiring 
two votes to be cast for, to every one against

dishonorable 
methods were employed. 
I t was rebuked 
by the people of Sacramento, not only two 
to one, hut by 623 votes in excess of two 
to one. 
ThiB should have satisfied any 
reasonable and other than 
stiffnecked 
journal, 
th at the people, who are the 
source of all political will, disapproved of 
its course by just 1,652 m ajority—quite 
sufficient to dem onstrate the trend of pub­ 
lic opinion, we should judge. 
The can­ 
vass made for the levee tax was open and 
honorable, and w ithout a particle of con­ 
cealment, and was promoted prim arily by 
an association cf citizens whose interests 
are all here, and whose parpóse and object 
has been freely published tobe the further­ 
ance of measures for the 
permanency 
and prosperity of Sacramento, 
I t was 
indorsed by all the journals of this city 
save 
one ; 
it 
received an overwhelm ­ 
ing approval at the polls ; it was legally 
adopted by more than tw o-thirds of all 
the votes cast on the issue, and was so de­ 
clared by the Trustees. 
Yet, in the light 
of these faots, the citizens of Sacramento 
are slapped in the face by pretentious ig­ 
norance, and told th at the “ schem e” was 
thrust down the throats of the people; 
th at dishonorable m ethods were emp'oyed 
to carry it, and th at the Board of Trustees 
were driven to have read, as their own, an 
" o p in io n ” carefully prepared by a friend 
of the cause. 
Aside from the personal in­ 
sult to the M tynr and his colleagues in this 
latter m atter, it ¡B fair to ass,.-lie th at it is 
made out of the whole cloth. 
W e incline 
to the belief th a t the M ayor is not the man 
to have opinions forced npon him not his 
own, nor are the two other Trustees men 
who would subscribe to th at of which they 
are not honestly convinced. 
As to the 
other charges, they are entirely in keeping 
w ith 
the course of 
m isrepresentation, 
evasion and abuse th at characterized the 
conduct of the paper referred to in the 
iate levee campaign. 
Tne assertion th at 
friends of the levee tax proposition an­ 
nounce themselves as "asham ed of the 
means by which it was th ru st down the 
throats of the people ” is a generalization 
on a par w ith the whole effort to put a 
bold front upon the miserable policy pur­ 
sued by th at paper, and which has been so 
signally rebuked. 
W e had hoped this de­ 
bate was closed ; there was no need for its 
rev iv al; it is dragged forth purpoiefully 
and by a misguided judgm ent th a t will 
certainly meet the rebuke it merits. 
I t is, 
in fact, a confession of punishm ent felt, 
and a pitiful attsm pt to invoke a grain of 
sym pathy for a beaten cause. 
The R ec­ 


o r d U n io n will not remain silent in the 
face cf any such attem pts to m isrepresent 
the people of Sacramento, or to belittle a 
victory won by them , which has already 
had a m arked influence upon the city for 
good, and has given the people of the State 
an earnest of the intention of Sacram ento’s 
citizens to render the city’s defenses as 
nearly impregnable as the capacity of the

The very best 
thing the evening paper can do is to drop 
this whole business, for we do not wish it 
the ill th a t m ust result, in the natnre of 
things, from persistence in error.

entry of all transactions m ust be made for 
which a fee is chargeable. 
Since this is a very im portant question, 
certain to oome before the next Legislature, 
and now engaging the special attention of 
officials, it will be well to examine and 
dispose of these three defenses to the in­ 
terposition of a check syBtem . 
1. To the first there is needed no re­ 
sponse, sines no guaranty can be given of 
any m an’s honesty. 
Public business is not, 
never has been, and never should he con­ 
ducted npon the estim ate of any m an’s 
trustw orthiness. 
2. To the Becond remedy proposed, pur­ 
suit of bondsmen, it is sufficient to re­ 
spond 
th at it 
is 
not 
remedy th at is 
needed so much as prevention. 
However 
readily bondsmen m ight make the State or 
city whole, it still remains th at departm ents 
may be tarnished by the crime th at renders 
it necessary to call upon bindsm en. 
But 
aside from these considerations, it is a fact 
th at the pursuit of sureties is very rarely 
profltalle, and so rare is recovery from th at 
source, th a t when it is had it is deemed 
phenomenal. 
3. Lastly, a check is not found in the re­ 
quirem ent to “ enter ” all transactions on 
books of record, for the obvious reason th at 
it is by the omission of entry th at the 
crime is consummated. 
N or is it true th at 
the “ records" of departm ents show all 
transactions therein. 
There is no record, 
aside from the daily “ scratcher,” or cash 
book, made of certified copies issued, etc. 
Expert examination will not, never has, 
and never can disclose from the bookB the 
fact of om itted cash entries when there is 
no paper on file to show th at service has 
been performed. 
The expert m ust go out­ 
side of the office and become a detective to 
unearth such frauds. 
Nor in the State 
system is there any provision for ex­ 
pert examinations. 
Generally it is to be 
added th at checks are applied in other 
jurisdictions and public business is not re­ 
tarded. 
W hat is done elsewhere, may be 
done here. 
There m ust be some better 
reason advanced than has yet been put for­ 
ward to justify adhesion to a system th at 
meets condemnation in the m outh of every 
business man, and for the m atter of that, 
of State officials themselves, who are free 
to express themselves in favor of a system 
of checks. 
As it is now, there is no check 
w hatever upon officials except where there 
is record evidence made, and as there is not 
record evidence in many fee cases, the sys­ 
tem is w ithout the necessary balance wheel 
to give it steadiness. 


THE COST OF PEACE TO PERU. 


The treaty between Chile and I’eru was 
ratified on the 10th inst. by the Con­ 
stituent Assembly of the latter natioD, and 
Peru is now assured of peace. 
The main 
points of the treaty may be thus epito­ 
mized. 
The Republic of Peru cedes, un­ 
conditionally and forever, the territory of 
the littoral province of Tarapaca ; the 
lim its of the territory of the provinces of 
Tacna and Arica will continue to be held 
by Chile, and will be subject to Chilean 
legislation for ten years, when it shall be 
determ ined by a plebiscite in popular vote 
w hether the territory of the provinces 
mentioned shail remain definitely under 
the dominion and sovereignty of Chile, or 
continue under th a t of Peru. The country 
to which may be annexed the provinces of 
Tacna and Arica shall pay ta the other ten 
millions of dollars in Chilean silver money, 
or in Peruvian soles of the same weight 
and assay. 
In conformity w ith the term s 
of the decree by which Chile ordered the 
sale of 1,000,000 tons of guano, the net 
proceeds of this sale, after deducting the 
expenses, shall be equally divided between 
Chile and the creditors of Peru whose 
claims may be found to be supported by 
the guarantees of the guano. 
W hen the 
sale of this 1,000,000 tons is concluded, 
Chile will continue paying over to Peruvian 
creditors 50 per cent, of the net proceeds 
of the guano until the debt is covered or 
the deposits are exhausted. 
If, in the ter­ 
ritory belonging to Pern, new deposits or 
beds of guano be discovered, it is agreed 
th at the two Governments will jointly and 
previously determine aB to the proportion 
and condition to which each m ust bind 
himself in disposing of the article. 
The 
Lobos Islands are to continue under the 
adm inistration of Chile until such time as 
from the deposits now being worked the 
exportation of the 1,000,000 tons of guano 
is completed, when the ¡ElaDds will be re­ 
turned to Peru. 
Chile agrees to cede to 
Peru 50 per cent, of the net proceeds of 
the Lohos Islands guano. 
The indemnities 
due from Peru to such Chileans who have 
suffered damages by reason of the war, will 
be determ ined by a tribunal of arbitram ent 
or an international m ixed commission.

Regarding the fee-check discussion, it 
is to be rem arked that no subject worthy 
consideration is to be disposed of by ridi­ 
cule. The objections to interposing checks 
upon the possibility of official fee-stealing 
have dw indled to these simples : 
1. The remedy is to select honest men 
to office. 
2. The remedy is to pursue the bonds­ 
men of those who become dishonest in 


office. 
3. A “ check" exists in the fsct th at 


I t was foregone th at the State Prison 
Directors 
would exonerate W arden Me- 
Comb. 
U nder the testim ony they could 
not do otherwise. 
I t was not only shown 
th at he was not guilty of any of the charges 
laid against him, but th at he was w orthy 
of commendation for the m ethods adopted 
at the Folsom Prison to preserve order, 
secure the prisoners, enforce disciplinary 
regulations and conduct the general affairs 
of the institution. 
I t has not been claimed 
th at a superior penological system has 
been attained in California prisons, or that 
they are not still the proper subjects for 
improvement. 
But as m atters now are, it 
rests m ainly w ith the legislative arm of 
the State to introduce those reforms which 
penological science approve as needed to 
the attainm ent of the true purpose of im ­ 
prisonment. 
The W ardens may do much, 
but cannot accomplish great results until 
the State changes her system radically. 
However all th at may be, such consider­ 
ations were not involved in the case of the 
Folsom W arden. 
He was under specific 
charges which were flatly disproven, and 
he gets his clearance, not by a Scotch ver­ 


dict, but by a squarely affirmative acquittal 
on the evidence. 


Tuk Marysville .4ppcal siys : " Business and man­ 
ufacturing enterprises ia California were fast recov­ 
ering from the shock given by the radical provisions 
of the new Constitution, when the extra session 
was proposed by the extreme radicals.

W e conld wish for much greater 
Bpace in which to amplify concerning this 
work. 
B ut this is out of the question. 
Logic, as a rule, is considered by the masses 
as the dullest and dryest of studies. 
It 
has no lack of enemies indeed among the 
scholarly, some of whom hold to the doc­ 
trine th a t it is im practical and overfond 
of casuistical refinements. 
B at the great 
objection raised to it by those who know 
least of it, is th a t common sense can well 
take its place, and therefore it is a needless 
study. 
B ut it is to be observed th at there 
is precisely as deep a well to fathom under 
th at head. W hat is common sense ? W hat 
is the standard for its testing ? How many 
kinds of common sense are there ? 
Is com­ 
mon sense infallible, or is it likely to be 
any lesB involved than the philosophy of 
logic? 
Tne tru th is th at the U tter is a 
science and the former is often vagueness 
and uncertainty, with a m ultiplicity of 
standards, numbered by the num ber of in­ 
dividuals 
employing 
it, 
and 
oftenest 
altogether 
dogmatic 
and 
unreasoning. 
W henever common sense has force, and 
accomplishes conviction, it is done through 
logical m ethods of proof. 
One kind of 
common sense is th at which dogmatic and 
near-sighted ignorance applies to reason, 
and 
another 
is 
th a t which hearkens, 
reasons from evidence, and concludes on 
the basis of justice, and this kind always 
enters the realm of logic, though stum- 
blingly. 
Logic dots not lead, nor does it 
originate. 
I t simply furnishes methods. 
W hile it does not run in advance, it moves 
by the side of reason, and furnishes it the 
vehiclo of expression. 
In this volume, 
Professor Sidgwick has sought to avoid 
side issues, and has aimed to write in the 
“ co-operative spit it,” as he puts it. 
He 
aims to disabuse the mind of the false im ­ 
pression th at the study of “ fallacy ” tends 
“ ,o make us 
tricky,” 
or 
at 
least 
to 
incline 
men 
to 
wordiness 
and 
mere ingenuity 
of 
repartee. 
On 
the 
contrary, 
says 
Mr. 
Sidgwick, 
“ the 
result of such study has a depressing and 
disarming effect on the power of being sue 
cessfully sophistic, even when the will to 
discern is present. 
For really effective 
sophistry, nothing is so vitally requisite as 
semi-innocence. 
Ju st so far as the epi­ 
gram holds true th at the unconscious hypo­ 
crites are the greatest hypocrites of ail, so 
may we say the self-deceiver is the most 
successful Bophist.” 
The tru th is, most 
people are logicians ; but it is also true 
th at very few realize it. In one of Moliere’a 
plays a character is made to express sur­ 
prise when told th at for forty yea-s he has 
been talking proBe. 
So, probably, six out 
of seven are surprised when told th at they 
have been logicians all their lives. 
W hy, 
then, as Professor Jevons asks, do we need 
books on logic at all ? 
Because we need 
aids to correct methods. 
Most men apeak, 
but all do not read ; but as all may 
read, so 
all 
may 
learn 
easily and 
always read well, or incorrectly, and al­ 
ways read painfully. 
One may exerciee to 
the development of muscular power, but 
he will do it better, and achieve higher re­ 
sults if, as Jevons again puts it, he trains 
as does the athlete. 
W e all need to know 
how to reason w< 11, and hence the value 
of such works as th at under notice, and 
which to those inclined to study and good 
reading will prove not at all tedious. 
There should be no tear in any well bal­ 
anced mind of dropping into narrow ruts 
or of running in grooves as a consequence 
of studying the abstract rules of logic. 
Logical exercise need not lim it our breadth 
of comprehension, shorten the lines of 
m ental vision, or check activity in reach­ 
ing right conclusions. 
There is a practical 
and every-day side to logic quite discon­ 
nected from its merely traditional and 
theoretic side, and it is of this practicalism 
in logic of which the book in hand treats. 
Of 
this, 
whoever 
reads 
the 
chap­ 
ters on 
the process of proof and the 
relation 
between 
Theeis 
and 
Reason, 
will 
be 
convinced ; 
as 
also 
the 
pageB devoted to “ the employment of 
gHesswork.” 
Professor Sidgw ick1 has not 
given us th at which is new, 
for the 
methods of reason cannot he new, but has 
made clear and simplified for the general 
reader th at logic is a machine for combat­ 
ing fallacy, and like all machinery is cap­ 
able of much improvement in “ the cer­ 
tainty, the face and the fineness ” with 
which it performs its work, 
However, 
“ logic is rather a living organism than 
purely mechanical, and it is full of rudi­ 
m entary organs which have historical and 
explanatory interest, but not all of which 
are now any longer useful for performing 
work or preserving the life of the science.” 
The one objection to the work is its 
length. 
W e believe Professor Sidgwick 
might have presented it in one-third leas ef 
space. 
O ver-anxiety to impress the read­ 
er’s mind, to illustrate and demonstrate 
truths, to establish beyond question the 
soundness of logical methods of proof, etc. 
It will hardly meet w ith favor among gen­ 
eral readers, though intended for them. 
Trained minds, those given to close reading 
and reasoning, will 
receive this most 
readily, and not esteem it unprofitable.

No man in modern times has contributed 
more delightfully and beneficially tohistori- 
cal writing than John Richard Green. Iu his 
death the world m et w ith a great loss. 
He 
was a historian whose w riting of people, 
rather than the “ acts” of history, popu­ 
larized historical reading and brought to 
study thousands 
who 
theretofore had 
avoided it. 
He was a man of remarkable 
far-sightedness, great rapidity of thought 
and striking lueidity of expression. 
His 
analytical powers were precisely suited t j 
the vein of literary labor in which he took 
pleasure. 
His several histories of “ Tne 
English People” have taken a place in the 
reading world not so well occupied by any 
others. 
More exhaustive histories, more 
elaborate, scholaily and thorough histories, 
are to be numbered by the dozen ; but no 
historical w riter is to be named who has 
so clearly and popularly treated of the 
English-Bpeaking people. 
His genius was 
original and stood alone, distinct from all 
others. 
I t is said th at he pronounced his 
own epitaph when he remarked, not Ion 
before he ceased from labor, “ I know 
what people will say of me— ‘ he died 
learning.’” 
This was literally true. 
He 
was constantly learning, and even the 
more superficial of readers discovered be­ 
tween his lines the fact th at he was study­ 
ing w ith them —all the while learning, 
analy zing, studying characters and civiliza­ 
tions and the causes therefor. 
The work 
before us was the closing one of his useful 
life. 
N either it nor the volumes th at pre­ 
ceded it will rank w ith those of Macaulay 
or Hallam or Froude, b at they occupy a 
plane of a wholly different character, and 
fully as valuable to the men of his day, if 
not so lofty cor so scholarly. 
Of Green’s 
perfect justice there has arisen no critic to 
HU?ation. 
Added to the power to analyz», 
m ere was in him the juáicsl element de­ 
veloped in the highest degree. 
He reached 
conclusions by undeniably true methods, 
and there is yet to present a single assail 
ant of the sincerity and honesty of his con­ 
victions. 
A pure man, capable of weigh­ 
ing causes and judging effects, he very 
rarely, if ever, was in error in judgment 
It was not possible with the reader of 
Green to forecast his thought. 
His pur­ 
suit ef trn th was not individualized ; he 
carried the reader to it in the vehicle of 
the reader’s confcLnee, and arrived at 
it 
w ith 
a 
rapidity and 
suddenness 
that 
gave 
n o ’ rime 
for 
predeter 
mining the conclusion. 
He wrote, and 
this was notew orthy in his first volume, 
“ A Short H istory of the English People,” 
in the light of a consistency, the standard 
of which is the present tru th irrespective 
of w hat may already have been arrived at. 
W hile he accepted nothing concluded by 
another as true in itself and w ithout ex­ 
amination and teat, his generous nature 


never perm itted him to scorn th e work of 
another mind. 
His was independency 
tempered by respect for all opinion to the 
full measure of its worth. 
He wrote, as 
he has in this volume, w ith the people of 
the time constantly in view, and the legal 
aspect of acta and facts ever present. 
He 
seems to have been an earnest student of 
the law, its genesis, its effects npon peo­ 
ples, and its broad im portance in esti­ 
mating the condition, motives and results 
of given civilizations. 
W'e do not know, 
not excepting even Froude’s, any histor­ 
ical works that have been so popularly re­ 
ceived as Green’s; and in this we mean a 
popularity of teason and thorough appreci­ 
ation, not an ephemeral curiosity and pass­ 
ing interest in the novel or the new. 
The 
quality which put his 
earlier books so 
prominently before the public will bring 
the present volume as much into demand, 
if not more. 
“ The Conquest of England” 
is introduced by a few modest pages 
from 
the 
pen 
of 
his 
accomplished 
wife, 
Alice, 
to 
inform 
the 
reader 
th at the work is unfinished—th at the 
sculptor broke down before the ideal of his 
genius was fully chiseled. 
A large portion 
of the work was dictated as he lay upon a 
bed of keenest sufferiug. 
It was not un­ 
til he became convinced th at he had hut a 
brief time to live th at he ceared work upon 
additional volumes of his " History of the 
English People,” and formed new plans for 
new work which he deemed absolutely 
necessary to be completed before he died. 
As his strength failed, he was forced to 
narrow original plans. 
He gathered up a i 
the m aterial intended for a work of broad­ 
er scope, and in a last supreme effort set 
sh ju t a task he was never to finish. 
Tne 
first six chapters, she says, represents his 
final plan. 
Chapters 7 and 8 he left unfin­ 
ished. 
These were arranged by Mrs. 
Green ; but the closing chapters (9, 10 and 
11) had been w ritten by Mr. Green in 
1S75, hut w ithout revision, and in psrt 
were merely rough fragm ents put together 
as a framework. 
These Mrs. Green has 
worked into a connected whole. 
The lady 
has certainly done the work well, and de­ 
m onstrates th at she was fully in sym­ 
pathy 
with 
the 
plans 
and 
thoughts 
of 
her 
gifted 
husband, 
and 
had 
re­ 
ceived from him 
thorough 
instruction. 
The volume begins wii h the England of 
Ecgberht, and carries the reader, in chap­ 
ter first, to the coming of the Vikings, 
S29 858; the third ia “ The M aking of the 
Danelaw,” 85S S78 : the fourth, “ .lv fred ,” 
878 901 ; the fifth, “ The House of -E - 
fred,’ 901 937 : the sixth, “ W essex and 
Danelaw,” 937 955; the seventh, “ The 
Raldormen,” 955 978; the eighth, “ The 
Danish Conquest,” 988 1016 ; the ninth, 
“ The Reign of C nut,” 1016 1035; the 
tenth, “ The House of Godwine,” 1035

I t is said th at when railw ays were ¿rst 
opened in Spain, peasants standing on the 
tracks were not unfrequently run over, and 
th a t the blame fell on the engine-drivers 
for not stopping, rural experiences having 
yielded no conception of the momentum of 
a large mass moving at a high velocity. 
The incident is recalled to me on contem ­ 
plating the ideas of the so-called “ prac* 
tical ” politician, into whose mind there 
enters no thought of Buch a thing as polit­ 
ical momentum, still less of a political 
momentum which, instead of diminishing 
or remaining constant, increases. 
The 
theory on which he daily proceeds is th at 
the change caused by his measure will stop 
where he intends it to stop. 
He contem ­ 
plates intently the things his act will 
achieve, but thinks little of the remoter 
issues of the movement his act seta up, and 
a till less its collateral issues. 
W hen, in 
war-time, “ food for pow der” was to be 
provided by encouraging population—when 
Mr. P itt said, “ Let us make relief in cases 
where there are a num ber of children a 
m atter of right and honor, instead of a 
ground for opprobrium and contem pt ”—it 
was not expected tn at the poor-rates would 
be quadrupled in fifty years, th at women 
with many bastards would be preferred as 
wives to modest women beause of their 
incomes from the parish, 
and th at hosts 
of rate-payers would be pulled down into 
the ranks of pauperism. 
Legislators who 
in 1833 voted £20,000 a year to aid in 
building 8chool-house9 never supposed that 
the step they then took would lead to 
forced contributions, local and general, now 
amounting to £0,000.000 ; they did not in­ 
tend to establish the principle th at A 
should be made responsible for educating 
B s offspring ; they did not dream of a 
compulsion which 
should deprive poor 
widows of the help of their elder children ; 
and still less did they dream th at their 
successors, by requiriug impoverished par­ 
ents to apply to b >ards of guardians to pay 
the fees which school boards would not re­ 
m it, would initiate a habit of applying to 
boards of guardians, and so cause pauper­ 
ization. 
N either did those who in 1S34 
passed an A ct regulating the labor of 
women and children in certain factories 
imagine th at the system they were be­ 
ginning would 
end 
in 
the 
restriction 
and inspection of 
labor in all kinds of 
producing 
establishm ents 
where 
more 
than 
fifty 
people 
are employed ; 
nor 
did 
they conceive 
that 
the 
inspec­ 
tion provided would grow to the ex­ 
tent of requiring that, before a “ young 
person ” is em j 1 ayed in a factory, author­ 
ity m ust be given by a certifying surgeon, 
who, by personal examination (to which no 
lim it is placed), has satulied himself th at 
there is no incapacitating disease or bodily 
infirm ity, his verdict determ ining w hether 
the “ young person ” shall earn wages or 
not. 
Even less, as I say, does the politi­ 
cian who plumes hiin9elf on the practical­ 
ness of his aims conceive the indirect re­ 
sults th at will follow the direct results of 
his measures. 
Thus, to take a case con­ 
nected w ith one earned above, it was not 
intended through the system of “ pay­ 
m ent by results ” to do anything more 
than give teachers an efficient stim ulus ; it 
was not supposed th at in numerous cares 
th eir.h ea lth would give way under the 
stim ulus ; it was not expected th at they 
would be led to adopt a cramming system 
and to put undue pressure on weak and 
dull children, often to their great injury ; 
it was not foreseen th at in many cases a 
bodily enfeeblement would 
be 
caused 
whicn no amount of gram m ar and geo­ 
graphy can compensate for. 
Nor did it 
occur to tne practical politicians who pro­ 
vided a compulsory load-line for merchaot- 
vessels, th at the pressure of ship-owners’ 
interests would habitually cause the pu t­ 
ting of the load-line at the very highest 
lim it, and th at from piecedent to prece­ 
dent, tending ever in the same direction, 
the load-line would gradually rise—as from 
good authority I 1 am th a t it has already 
done. 
Legislators who, some forty years 
ago, by A ct of Parliam ent compelled rail­ 
way companies to supply cheap locomotion, 
would have ridiculed the belief, had it bee n 
expressed, th at eventually their act would 
punish the companies which improved the 
Bupply ; and yet this was the result to 
companies which began to carry third-class 
passi-Dgers by fast trains, since a penalty 
to the amount of the passeDger duty was 
íldieted on them for every third-class pas­ 
senger so carried. 
To which instance con­ 
cerning railways add a far more striking 
one disclosed by comparing the railway 
policies of England and France. 
Tne law ­ 
makers who provided for the ultim ate laps­ 
ing of French railways to the State never 
conceived the possibility th at inferior trav­ 
eling facilities w’ould result—did not fore­ 
see th at reluctance to depreciate the value 
of property eventually coming to the State 
would negative the authorization of com­ 
peting lines, and th at in the absence of 
competing lines locomotion would be rela­ 
tively costly, slow and infrequent ; for, as 
Sir Thomas Farrar has shown, the traveler 
in England has great advantages over the 
Frenen traveler in the economy, swiftness 
and frequency with which h a journeys can 
be m ade,—[From the

the v. ait r of his hunger he said, “ J ’ai 
une comme !” to which the polite but aston­ 
ished wait ?r naturally responded, “ J ’eapere 
que Madame se porte bien ?** 
W hereupon 
toe Anglo-Saxon makes a second attem pt 
at the French for hunger, and asserts, 
“ Je suis farneux !” to which the w aiter’s 
obvious reply is, “ Je euis bien aise de le 
savoir, Monsieur !” Then the Anglo-Saxon 
girded up hia loins and made a final tff »rt, 
and declared, “ Je suis femme !” to which 
the w aiter could answer only, “ Alors 
Madame s’habille d ’une facon tresetrange.” 
After which the Anglo Saxon fled and was 
seen no m ore.—[Tne Saturday lieview.

T ae subject oi protection against pleuro­ 
pneumonia and other epid-mic diseases of 
cattle is still receiving active attention at 
the East, not only in CongresB and Legis­ 
latures, but by State and local agricultural 
societies. 
The bill before Congress is now 
in the hands of the S nate, but is not m ak. 
ing th at progress th at it should ; for a3 
there is no highway through the bill to 
political results iu the approaching r e s i ­ 
dential campaign, it is constantly crowd­ 
ed 
to one side 
after 
brief 
seasons 
of consideration, in order to perm it the 
introduction of some “ im portant meas­ 
ures ” by the Senator from Bjngtow n, who 
baB bjen struck w ith an idea how he can 
secure a few party votes by some make- 
believe effort in the interests of the dear 
people. 
Should the bill fail to pass in 
some shape at the present session, the 
prospects are th at the piuero-pneumonia 
among cattle in some sections will have 
acquired such a firm fcoting and spread so 
far as to bring ab ru t positive measures by 
quarantine, and otherwise, upon the part 
of many of the States, which will lead to 
acrimonious feelings between variouB sec­ 
tions ; be far I ces effective than some gen­ 
eral system under Government supervision 
and direction, and result generally against 
the best interests of the country, and 
especially those directly engaged either 
largely or to a lim ited extent in cattle- 
raising or as live stock owners. 
I t would 
he a wholesome course of action for all in­ 
terested in the sn b jiat throughout the 
U nited St .tea to adUress their Congress­ 
men and urge most speedy action, aud by 
all means the passage of some measure 
looking to greater security against the 
threatening scourge, before adjournm ent of 
the present session. 
Tne Nevada Stain Journal says of fruit- 
raising beyoud the crest of the Sierras : 
“ I t may not be generally known, b ut it is 
nevertheless t ue, th at the eastern slope of 
the Sierra Nevada M ountains is better 
adapted for raising apples and plumB than 
any locality on the Pacific coast. 
The 
locality referred to is the happy medium 
between the cold, damp atmosphere of 
m ountain sum m its, anil the dry. parched 
air of the G reat Basin. 
It is at th at alti­ 
tude w htre the everlasting sagebrush gives 
way to a thrifty grow th ot pineB, and where 
Bnow remains on the ground every winter 
from two to four feet deep from December 
uutil April. 
The m ountain sides and net 
valleys m ust be selected, for this purpose, 
for it has been dem onstrated th at valleys 
of any considerable size, even at this alti­ 
tude, are not so well adapted to the growth 
of this kind of fruit, the ground remainiug 
very wet and cold late in the season, for 
the reason th at in these valleys is not 
found the proper and natural drainage th at 
is found on the mountain sides. 
Another 
thing, in the valleys the soil is very deep, 
and while it dries out on 
top, it r ■ 
in.ins 
wet 
and 
cold 
beneath, while 
on 
the 
m ountains 
sides 
the 
6oil 
is 
shallow, 
aud 
the 
underlying 
rocks 
hold 
sufficient 
moisture 
to 
supply 
vegetation an 1 no more. 
There is perhaps 
uo better illustration of the tru th of this 
statem ent than is shown by W illiam Mer­ 
rill’s orchard, situntid bigh up on the 
eastern slope of the m ountain west of 
Verdi, where the snow at this time is fully 
live feet deep, and in some instances quite 
coverin': the trees from sight. Tiue, there 
is sn uuusual am ount of enow this season, 
hut no winter is there Lsb than from two 
to four feet at his orchard. 
His trees are 
wonderfully thrifty’, and for many years he 
has realized a net protit of ■'■'O from each 
tree in the sale of apples, and he tindB a 
ready m arket for all his fruit in the heart 
of the best fruit country in California. 
Quite recently Mr. M errill shipped a car 
load of his apples to W oodland, the garden 
spot of the Golden State, where they have 
been experimenting w ith apples for more 
than th irty years. 
Mr. M errill’* orchard 
ran be plainly seen from the streets in 
U-no. 
Orchards at th at altitude are never 
troubled w ith codiin moth, red spider aud 
other insects which deitroy the fruit in 
California. 
Mr. M errill’s fruit is tirm and 
of excellent 11 ivor, while the best of C ali- 
forma apples are spongy and tasteless. 
In the preservation of harnesses the lirst 
point to be observed is to keep the leather 
soft and pliable. This can be done only by 
keeping it well charged with oil and grease. 
W ater is a destroyer of each of these, but 
mud and saline moisture from the animal 
are even more destructive. 
M ud in drying 
absorbs the grease and opens the pores of 
the leather, making it ready prey to water, 
while the salty character of the perspira­ 
tion from the animals injur- 8 the leather, 
stitching and mounting. 
It therefore fol­ 
lows that to preserve a harness the straps 
sh uld be washed and oiled at intervals as 
n q u ircd . 
To do this effectually the straps 
should be unbuckled and detached, theu 
w ash w ith warm soft water aud brown 
soap, and hang by- a slow tire or in the suu 
until nearly dry, then coated with a mix­ 
ture of neat’e-foot oil and tallow and al­ 
lowed to remain in a warm room for several 
hours, and when perfectly dry rub thor­ 
oughly with a woolen rag. 
The rubbing is 
im portant, as it, in addition to removing 
the surplus oil and grease, tends to close 
the pores and give a tinish to the leather. 
In hanging harness care should be taken to 
sl ow all the straps to hang their full 
length, 
l/g h t is essential to the care of 
leather, and when the harness closet is 
dark the dobr should be left open at least 
half the time during the day. 
All closets 
should be well lighted. 
To clean plateo 
mountings, use a chamois w ith a little tri­ 
poli or rotten stone ; but they should be 
scoured as little as possible.—[Harness 
Journal. 
An article, recently published in tho 
Chicago 
J'ribune, w ritten from Anna in 
th at State, gives the following as the fruit 


prospects in th at State the present season : 
“ Apple trees snd buds are uninjured : but 
little fruit can be expected, this being tie 
off year, and the apple crop of last y ear 
haviDg been a large one. 
Some young 
orchards, however, may give a fair crop. 
The buds of all varieties of pears are totally 
ruined, and all the youog wood blackened 
at the center throughout, with consider­ 
able of the older wood similarly damaged. 
The fruit spurs and buds will never again 
ehow life. 
Quinces have fared as badly as 
pears. 
Of sweet cherries but few buds re­ 
main BCiind. 
Sour varieties are little dam ­ 
aged. 
Peaches are a total loss. 
N ecta­ 
rines and apricots are also cr mpletely killed. 
The wood of 
the cherry is but little 
harmed ; th st of the plum not at all in­ 
jured. 
Peach wood appears sound. 
The 
trees them selves seem unhurt. 
Blackber­ 
ries and olack raspberries are killed to tie 
snow liuc. 
There will be d o shipm ents of 
either from this section this year. 
Bed 
raspberries m ostly escaped unhurt and a 
good crop is expected. 
Straw berries look 
like giving a goud crop. 
Grape buds are 
all black at the ceLt?r, but the secondary 
buds yet to come will furnish a good crop. 
This cosdition of the fruit-bearing plants 
extends over so wide an area and includes 
so much of the territory forming the source 
of Chicago’s supply th at it may not be out 
of place to remind your readers of the fact 
th at it will be best for them to ni3ke the 
most prudent use of w hat fruit comes to 
their m arket. 
Prices will undoubtedly 
rule high, for there will not be more than 
CO per cent, as much fruit sent to Chicago 
tais year as reached there last year.” 
Upon the subject of smoking vineyards, 
President Eitee, of the N apa Grapc-Grow- 
era’ Association, said at the last meeting, 
as reported in the Register, th at as much 
atteuuon is paid to smoking vineyards in 
France as to pruning. 
They have there 
been trying for some tim e to see how much 
smoke c 
Id he produced at the least ex­ 
pense. 
Prem ium s have been offered for 
inventions for stirtin g tires and making 
alarms by electricity. 
They smoke their 
vineyards there everywhere using coal tar, 
turf, and old straw , and w hatever wiil an­ 
swer the purpoee. 
Speaking of fruit bear­ 
ing, he said : 
“ No vine ought to bear 
largoly to make line vine. 
All the promi- 
m eat French authorities agree upon this 
point. 
It is Wr 11 known th at grapes from 
iiili vineyards make better wine than tbose 
raised in the valleys. 
I t is a square propo­ 
sition between quality and quantity. 
If 
we make tiue wine we canm t expect to 
rahe eight or ten tons to the acre. 
W e 
haven't etepped up tne first steps of the 
ladder yet compared with the progress 
made by the experienced viticulturists of 
France. 
They don’t expect 
enormous 
crops, but they sell their grapts from tive 
to ten cents per pound. 
The average price 
paid last year was over live cents per 
pound. 
If I had my w’»y, and was a wine­ 
maker, I would rather raise twelve pounds 
of tin3 grapes to the vine, and make tw en­ 
ty-live cents, than to raise tw enty pouudB 
of the coarse varieties and clear the like 
sum .” 
The season of orchard planting is being 
actively occupied generally in most parts 
of the State. 
The Bed Bluff Sentinel, re­ 
ferring to theBuhject in th at section, says : 
“ General Chipman is planting nn his Clarke 
Ranch, in A ntelope valley, 5,000 apricot, 
French prune and pear trees, and 20 000 
grape roots. 
On his home place he is 
planting tw o or three more acres of grape 
roots on red lands, making a vineyard of 
tw enty acres on this class of land. 
He in­ 
forms us th a t hie grape roots planted last 
year on the red lands west of town did 
well, and th at S5 per cent, are living and 
made fair growth. 
He does not doubt the 
adaptability of these soils to grape raising, 
especially for wine grapes, where the lands 
are free from bedrock near the surface. 
Our red lands west of the nver are gener­ 
ally underlaid w ith a deep ciay stratum 
well calculated to hold moisture. 
General 
Chipman thinks our farmers are losing val­ 
uable time in not utilizing their lauds to 
fruit. 
Grape cuttings and roots are much 
cheaper than they were a few years ago, 
and are w ithin the reach of every body. 
W e hear of several plantings, and we be­ 
speak success for them. 
There has been 
an unusual Dumber of vioc-a aud trees 
plaDted this year, 
J. S. Cone has planted 
a thirty-acre vineyard, and five or six 
thousand fruit trees. 
We see a fruit can­ 
nery and a winery near Bed Bluff in the 
near future.” 
In addition to the remedies heretofore 
recommended for spraying trees in fight­ 
ing insect pests, the Governm ent authori­ 
ties at the Sinitbeonian Institution give the 
following, which, it is stated, can be ap­ 
plied at any tim e of the year w ithout the 
least injury to the foliage or fruit and costs 
about tnree cents per gallon : 
One gallon 
kerosene, 150' fire test, one-half gallon 
of sweet milk and eoe-half gallon of water. 
Bump through the hose fifteen minutes 
w ith sprinkler attached to nozzle. 
Add 
three pints of m ilk aud same quantity of 
water, pumping fifteen m inutes or until it 
becomes thick as cream. 
Tho mixture will 
stand for days without separating. 
When 
ready t > use it add eight ga'l ms of w ater 
to one gallon of cream and mix fifteen 
m in u tes; then apply w ith spray nozzle 
same as lye. 
The rem arks upon the use of 
the wash or spray are, th a t while the 
spray ing of trees with it when iu blossom 
works very effectively, it is better to com­ 
mence to spray Ike treea before the blos­ 
soms appear, and then the solution can be 
made strong. 
Speaking of the value of apple and 
other fruit pomse», a correspondent of 
the Rural X -ir Yorker says : I have occa­ 
sionally seen articles in the agricultural 
papers asserting th at this was of no value, 
hut the few experiment* I hav made with 
it have preved quits beneficial, so far as I 
can judge. 
The soil upcn which my trees 
and grapes a r; planted is a poor one, and I 
have very little manure to spare lor them. 
In the absence of this. I have carefully 
saved the parings of apples and pears, and 
the skins of grapes, and the little apple 
pomace I could obtiin, and mulched the 
trees and vines in a two-foot breadth of 
ring direcHy underneath the outward ends 
of their limbs. 
Since this was doue, all 
have b -me more abundantly than before, 
and I tnink the fruit is improved some­ 
w hat iu quality. 
\\ hy should net this be 
the case, when, from the decaying of the 
pomace, the numerous fine rootlets are sup- 
plird with such elements as are exactly 
suited for the production of fruit? 
In a recent report of the National Acad­ 
emy of Sciences to the Commissioner of In ­ 
ternal R evenu) it was show n th at the in­ 
dustry in the U nited States of m anufactur­ 
ing glucose from corn gives employment in 
tw enty nine factories, having an estim ated 
capital of S5.GGO,OUO, consuming about 40, 
000 bushels of corn per day, and producing 
syrnp and sugar of the annual value of 
I neatly §10,000,000. 
Tho report says th at 
the article is in no way inferior to cane 
sngar in healthfnlness, and th at corn sugar, 
either in its normal condition or fermented, 
has no deleterious effect upcn the sy stem 
even when taken in large quantities. 
A 
bushel of corn will make thirty-live pounds 
of sugar, or two and one half gallons of 
“ pure strained honey. ’ 
To manufacture 
com sugar the corn is first converted into 
starch. 
The starch is then converted into 
sugar bv means oi diluted sulphuric acid. 
A fter the sugar is made all the acid is re­ 
moved. 
A party of .Swedes purchased upwards 
of 1,300 acres a lew days since south of 
Bedding and west of the railroad.

It is the intention of the new settlers to 
plant about sixty acres of vines, and plot 
the balance into forty-acre homesteads for 
themselves anil others of their countrym en 
to arrive econ.

WARDEN McCO JIB. 


T b s Board of State Prison Directors Exon­ 
erate Him, and Declare b one of tlie 
Charges Proven. 
The Board of Stats Prison Directors met 
a t San Q íentin yesterday morning, President 
Boggs presidiog. 
The principal m atter pre­ 
sented at the meeting was the decision of the 
Directors relative to the charges against lien- 
eral John McComb, W arden of the State 
Prison at Folsom, concerning which they 
took testimony on the 14 .h and 15 :h instants 
This was rendered in writing, was unanimous 
and to the following effect: 
In 
regard 
to 
the 
first 
specification 
in said chargee, the i> >ard finds that during 
the political campaign of 188d a subscription 
book was passed among the employes of the 
Folsom Prison for the purpose cf raising 
funds for political purposes ; that the Warden 
headed the liet, and that the same was Bub- 
scribed by nearly all of the employes, they 
indicating the amount ; h it they wished to 
contribute. Tue Board find ih it ths3e con­ 
tributions were entirely voluntary, and tb it 
the employes were so informed at the time ; 
that the Warden in no instance directed or 
requested any one to sign the same ; that 
there waa no assessment whatever, 
DUt 
merely 
A VOLÜSTARY C JNTRIBUTION. 
The Board find, in reference to specifica­ 
tion two cf said charges, that the W ar­ 
den has upon divers times employed convicts 
upon the prison grounds outside the guard 
line ; but iu all those cases they were prison­ 
ers who by good behavior and meritorious 
conduct had secured the confidence of ih* 
W arden, and were entitled to trust. The 
work performed by such convicts was neces­ 
sary, and to have had the same done by free 
men would have entailed great expense to 
tho State. 
In no case were convicts allowed 
to go beyond the prison grounds, excepting 
two or threo trosiies in charge of an officer. 
The Board further find that all such prison­ 
ers were compelled to and did wear prison 
clothes. 
The Board find that there is no evidence 
that a railroad car was burglarized by the 
convicts or a c mvict cf the prisou ; but the 
evidence was such as to satisfy the rniud of 
the Board that the burglary referred to ia 
that specification was doug byütirer'pilTiiíS,' 
and Ü Pit'-tóíré'ls not even room for a sus- 
pieioa that it was done by any inmate of the 
prison. 
THEBE IS NO EVIDENCE 
W hatever showing that the W arden paid the 
sum of §118 to conceal the burglary referred 
to. but, on the contrary, the evidence is cou- 
culsive that nothing of the kind was done. 
The Board find that the W arden did not 
pay one T. C. Grace, or any other person, 
§100 in coin, or that he gave him his note for 
§300, or any other sum, for damage dune to 
cattle on the prison grounds by shooting or 
otherw ise; that certain cattle belonging to 
Grace were continually and repeatedly break­ 
ing the fence and trespassing on the prison 
farm ; that one of the W arden’s men, and 
not under the W arden’s orders, after repeated 
annoyance of this kind, shot one of the cows, 
using small bird Bhot for that purpose ; that 
the caw was not seriously injured ; but the 
W arder, upon the fact being made known to 
him, paid the owner the full value of the 
cow, the sum of §63, and received Grace’s 
receipt in full therefor; that the money so 
paid to Grace was from the private moneys 
of the Warden, and not from the public 
funds. 
There have been some escapes from the 
prison, but such occurrences are rare and 
have not been caused by any carelessness of 
those in charge of the prison, and iu nearly 
every instance the offender has been re­ 
captured and returned to the prison. 
The Board find that the W arden has dur­ 
ing a period of a little over two years caused 
to be expended the sum of §386 for traveling 
expenses, while 
TRAVELING I'PON OFFICIAL DCTIE3, 
For advertisements, newspaper subscriptions, 
etc., but all such billa have been audited by 
the B vard of Directors, and were proper and 
necessary expense*, and are reasonable when 
the amount of advertising and necessary 
traveling expanses are considered. 
The Board find that an inmate of the prison 
by the name of Barber became insane, wss 
properly examined as to his sanity, but he 
immediately became better and before he 
was taken to the asylum he became suddenly 
violent and set tire to the clothing in his cell, 
from which ha received injuries causing his 
death ; but upon a full investigation we find 
there was no carelessness or negligence on the 
part of any of the officers connected with the 
prison ; but, on the contrary, he received the 
most careful attention from all persons in 
authority. 
Tna Board fiad that the Warden has in all 
cases given his attention to the duties of his 
office as directed by law. and in no instance 
delegated that authority to others. 
That he 
has always given the condition of the prison­ 
ers as to health, safety, etc., his special atten­ 
tion, and has personally and frequently visited 
the prison for that purpoee. 
The B ard find that the personal expenses 
of the Warden for the maintenance of him­ 
self and family 
ABE NOT UNREASONABLE ; 
That his bilis are kept in a manner that shows 
every dollar that is expended f >r that pur­ 
pose, separate and distinct from the other ex­ 
penses of the prison; and we further find 
that all such expenses have been passed upon 
and allowed by the Board of Directors as 
proper and ic s t; that he has not absented 
himself from tho prism except on necessary 
business for the rítate, with the exceptions of 
two occasions, and tnen for a short period. 
Tne Board fails to fiad any drunkenness or 
incapacity among the employes of the pris m, 
and that in all c.sea dereliction of duty 
among them has been properly puni-hed as 
the case demanded. 
The B :ard find that in some cases opium 
has been smuggled into the prison, but it was 
ro t due to cart-lessn-'ss or lack of diligence on 
tho part of the oriicerg, and through their 
diligence this cvd is becoming less and less. 
Tne Board find, after careful inquiry and 
investigation, that 
THE CAPTAIN OF THE GUARD, 
Benjamin Chambers, is a man entidad to full 
credit and reapee*, aDd that he is a faithful, 
vigilant and intelligent officer, and that his 
conduct is such as becomes an officer and a 
gentleman ; that during the year 1882, in the 
month of October, whiie he was a Lieutenant 
of the guard, he was absent about one month, 
but at the time he left he informed the 
W arden that re should not return, and his 
name was taken from the pay-roll of the 
prison, 
W ith what he -lid during that time 
this Board deem they hid nothing to do.

THE PROSTITUTION OP A GREAT OPFIOE. 


F. Post, March 13 
I t was D. M. 
Dslmas and Clarence 
G reathouse who form ulated and prom ul­ 
gated the proclamation convening the Leg­ 
islature of California in extra session on 
the 24th of this m onth. 
The exercise of 
this great function fell to these gentlemen 
through the conjunction of two reasons. 
The Constitution had lodged the exercise 
of this high discrf t on in the Governor of 
the State, and custom in the E x ecu tv e of­ 
fice has assigned to the private secretary 
of the Governor th e literary task involved. 
But the present Governor of the State was 
not possessed of sufficient contiuuity of 
purpose to reach a tiual conclusion in the 
premises, and he either could not or would 
not tru st the literary formulation to his 
Drivate secretary. 
Ot Mr. Delmas, the 
public has but little knowledge. 
H e was 
employed as assistant counsel to Judge 
R iodes in ceitiiu suits brought to recover 
taxes levied against certain railroads in the 
State, and w hatever notoriety 
he may 
have is due to this fact. The railroads had 
resisted the paym ent 
of the taxes as 
assessed, claiming the assessments to have 
been illejal, unjust and oppressive. 
Iu do­ 
ing this they exercised a right shared iu 
common by all citizens of the common­ 
wealth. 
Thej were accorded their day in 
court, and judgm ent was rendered in their 
favor. 
Tae C ircuit Court of the U nited 
States, by rendering judgm ent in favor of 
the defendants, declared in 
effect that 
the complaint of th e railroads was well 
founded; th at the taxes levied agiinst 
their proDerty were 


ILLEGAL, u n ju s t a n d OPPRESSIVE. 
Mr. Del mas was professk®ally connected 
w ith the cases, and had an interest in cer­ 
tain fees presum ably payable cu t of the 
costs and penalties had the judgm ent been 
for the plaintiff, and not for the defendant. 
But, notw ithstanding the railroad com­ 
panies had been successful n the litigation 
to which it was party defendant ; notw ith­ 
standing a high Cdurt of the land had de­ 
cided th at the taxes levied were illegal, 
unjust and oppressive, the -companies de­ 
cided to pay the full sum of the taxes, 
and leave the paym ent of the interest and 
penalties, is a ilion Mr. Delmas had a per­ 
sonal and private interest, to final adjudi­ 
cation by the Supreme Court of the United 
States, to which tribunal they stipulated 
au appeal m ight be taken. 
To all this Mr. 
Delmas objected, and believing t ia t co­ 
ercive legislation of au indirect character 
might be brought to bear in the accom­ 
plishment of the private e.ld in view, he 
fias decided to convene the Legislature in 
extra session. 
This accounts fully for the 
exercise of this great discretion on the part 
of Mr. Delmas. 
If in this recitation we 
have m isrepresented the position of the gen­ 
tleman, we have not done so consciously or 
maliciously, nor do we im pute to th at gen­ 
tleman any other than the somewhat wor­ 
thy motive of taking care of his own in­ 
terests in his own way, 


CLARENCE GREATHOUSE 
Is somewhat better known than Mr. Del­ 
mas, being at present the responsible con­ 
ductor of the San Francisco Examiner, the 
personal organ of George H earst, a wealthy 
capitalist, who, to the eclat of the great 
wealth he has acquired, desired to add the 
titled distinction of high official honor. 
W hatever notoriety Mr. Greathouse pos­ 
sesses as a State politician is due wholly to 
his connection w ith the nom inating cam­ 
paign resulting in Mr. lle a rst’s defeat aud 
tbe nomination to the existing vacancy of 
the nebulous Stonemau. 
W nat position 
Mr. Greathouse would have held iu the 
councils of the Cabinet of Mr. H earst as 
Governor this public will never be per­ 
m itted to know. 
The State declined to 
convert itself into a rotten borough for 
the sake of giving pampered and vulgar 
wealth the inappropriate bat coveted set­ 
ting of high official dignity. 
But Mr. 
Greathouse, and presumably Mr. H earst. 
received the humiliation of defeat w ith ill- 
grace, but w ith a persistency of design 
and a continuity of purpose—qualities so 
conspicuously lacking in General Stone- 
man—they determ ined 
to 
strike 
still 
higher, and thus it is th at Mr. Hearst, 
w ith Mr. Greathouse and the Exam iner at 
his hack, is now a candidate for the United 
States Senatorship. 
Again we plead the 
conscious purpose of being entirely ju st to 
Mr. Greathouse, 
Both these gentlemen 
hereinbefore mentioned are men of ability ; 
both are capable of pursuing successfully 
their individual interests, aims and de 
signs, and in assembling the Legislature of 
California in extra session, as they have 
done, both are m anifesting that provident 
self-care which should characterize prudent 
men. 
If our conscience misgives us in the 
slightest degree concerning these gentle­ 
men, no fastidious qualm disturbs its per­ 
fect serenity as we speak of 


THE VERY SUBORDINATE PART 
Taken by General Stoneman in this trans­ 
action. 
Toward him we can feel no other 
sentim ent than those of magnanimous com­ 
miseration. 
To b e judicially fair, even 
ideally jaat, the part played by General 
Stoneman was th at of under Secretary to 
a pol’tical cabal composed of old Chivs of 
the Bourbon school of politics. 
His part 
begun and ended w ith Bigniog his name t j 
the proclamation. 
This act of subscription 
comprises the full measure of his partici­ 
pation in the intention aud plans of the 
people who used him. 
He has not the 
capacity to perceive or understand those 
plans, much less to have conceived them. 
General Stoneman came to the surface by 
the use of those little arts which bring for­ 
ward little men. 
M any years ago he was 
Transportation Commissioner before the 
existing constitutional- Board was created. 
The one single act of h¡B full official term, 
except drawing his salary, was to place his 
signature to the report of the Board. 
T hat 
report committed him to the doctrine of 
the u tter im practicability of the regulation 
of freightB and fares. 
Ic declared th at the 
railroads were well constructed, well m an­ 
aged, and tbe transportation interests of 
the country generally very satisfactory. 
It did this in a tim e when the rates of 
transportation were higher, and when the 
service was in all respects less satisfactory 
than now. 
Subsequently a Commission 
w ith power to regulate waa created by a 
new organic law. 
How General Stonoman, 
who had declared in his report th at regu­ 
lation was but another name for contiaca- 
tiou, aud th at to divest the stockholders 
of the railroad company of their propeity 
b y impairing its earning capacity would be 
■ ‘ retrogaoicg by many 
centuries, con­ 
demned by all publicists,” became Com­ 
missioner, we will not now inquire. 
The 
explanation is to bs found in the unw rit­ 
ten history of State politics. 
B at w hat he 
did when he became liiilroad Commis­ 
sioner ia of record. 
Hia lirat act was to 
introduce a resolution establishing a maxi­ 
mum for freights and fares. 


THAT RESOLUTION IS OF RECORD, 
I t established a rate largely in excess of 
the voluntary and subsisting rites charged 
by the transportation lines themselves. 
Throughout his term of three official years 
General Stoneman 
never 
form ulated a 
schedule of freights and fares, as required 
by the C onstitution—never presented a 
proposition to the Board which would con­ 
stitute the basis of intelligent action—aud 
in ail respects exhibited an illustrious ex­ 
ample of how not to do it. 
Burke said of 
the Frenen Assembly of 1706, th at “ it was 
the ablest architect of rum th at ever ex­ 
isted on the earth .” 
General Stoneman 
had masqueraded as au architect of the 
ruin of the transportation interests of the 
S tite, and, nnlike the National Assembly 
sarirized by Burke, he has left no monu­ 
ments of his ability. Having masqueraded 
as an anti-liiilroad Commissioner, he se­ 
cured the Democratic nomination for Gov­ 
ernor on the anti railroad platform, and 
signalized the sincerity and consistency of 
his position by resigning in time to prevent 
the passage of an order by the Board re­ 
ducing the legal máximums from ten to 
four cents on passenger traffic. 
The record 
of his full official term presents two dis­ 
tinguishing featnres ; first, a resolution es­ 
tablishing a maximum iu excess of those 
prevailing; 
and, second, a 
resignation 
designed, planned and intended to defeat 
an order of the Board reducing the legal 
maximum rate from ten to four cents per 


m le on passenger traffic. 
Throughout his ¡ 
odicial career General Stoneman had ac- j 
quired the maximum of 
ANTI MONOPOLY REPUTATION 
Upon a minimum of anti-monopoly action, 
and in this he has exhibited the only kind 
of ability for which he has been distin- 
tinguished or will be remembered among 
men—ability in the line of low cunning, 
the capacity t í m aintain the plausible 
seeming8 of something he is not, and thus 
achieved success through the arts of dema- 
gogism and the tricky evasions of the 
issues he pretended to espouse. 
If the 
evidence ot this characterizition is chal­ 
lenged, it will be found in the fact th at he 
served two full term s as Railroad Commis­ 
sioner of California w ithout advancing a 
single proposition which has throw n light 
upon the great problems arising out of the 
questions of transportation ; th at no act of 
his corresponds with the professions he has 
made, but on the contrary, in the face of 
tbe resolution before the Board of which 
he was last a member to reduce the legal 
maximum from 10 to 4 cents, he resigned 
w ith the 
prem editation 
and 
intention 
of defeating th at action, and thus delaying 
the relief the people who have supported 
him clamored for, and which he was 
elected distinctly pledged to afford. 
This 
statem ent is supported by evidences which 
will not be sought, but if they are sought 
will not be found to be w anting in any par­ 
ticular. 
The kitchen cabinet of our nom­ 
inal Governor were cruelly indifferent to 
hia consistency when they procured his 
Biguature to a proclamation calling for the 
reduction of rates of transportation by con­ 
stitutional amendments as ol such urgency 
as to create an extraordinary occasion for 
convening the L eguliture in extra session, 
when the name signed to th at proclamation 
is that of a man who, even two years ago, 
declined and refused to hold the office of 
Commissioner three days longer because 
his retention of the office would oblige him 
to vots for or against a reduction of the 
máximums, and thus expose all 


THE HOLLOWNESS OF THE PRETENSES 
To which his elevation has been wholly 
due. 
Cunning never imposed a more un­ 
gracious task upon simplicity, and herein 
General Stoneman’s advisers have reason 
to be ashamed. 
But with the real objects, 
purposes and plans of th e extra session, 
General Stoneman has nothing w hatever 
to do ; they lie deeper than his capacity 
for contriving. 
Tne 
superficial pretext 
was the enforcement of the collection of 
State revenues derived from the taxation 
of railroad lines. 
As originally designed 
by tbe real Governors of the State, the call 
was to embrace four features : First, the 
collection of State and county revenues de­ 
rived from the taxation of railroads ; sec­ 
ond, an amendm ent to the Constitution 
fixing constitutional lim its upon the m axi­ 
mum charges of freights and fares; third, 
declaring vacant the offices of the present 
Railroad Commissioners ; and, fourth, to 
inquire into the conduct of State officers. 
Tne payment by the railroad company of 
the full sum of taxes, 
and the consent 
given by the attorneys of the company to 
have the remaining m atters in controversy 
appealed to the highest tribunals, elim ­ 
inated all features of exigency under th at 
head. 
I t iva9 apparent even to General 
Stoneman th a t legislation could not relate 
hack to the m atters now in controversy 
before the Courts, and th at the taxeB for 
1884 become a lien upon property after the 
first Monday in March ; th at legislation 
touching railroad taxation could relate 
only to the assessment and collection of 
taxes which attached and became a lien on 
the first Monday in March, 
1885 ; and 
since a regular session of the Legislature 
intervenes between thiB date and that, no 
extraordinary occasion growing out of the 
railroad taxation could, by 


ANY POSSIBLE DISTORTION 
Be made to appear. 
B ut the real object 
of the call m ust be achieved in some m an­ 
ner. 
T hat object, plainly and simply 
stated, was to arbitrarily declare vacant 
the offices of three Railroad Commission- 
era, placing in the hands of the Demo­ 
cratic Governor the power to appoint 
three successors. 
This power so lodged 
was, in the designs of tbe political cabal, 
to be so used as to control the action of 
the railroads in th6 State aud Presidential 
campaign just opening. 
The epecial ses­ 
sion is in no sense a public measure. 
It 
is simply a high-handed political partisan 
measure, designed first to elect a Demo­ 
cratic m ajority in the Assembly in the 
interest of Mr. H earst for U nited States 
Senator and secure the election of the 
Democratic electoral t cket in the Presi­ 
dential campaign. 
The C institution does 
not require the vacation of the office of 
Railroad Commissioner by processes of im- 
piachmeDt. 
I t declares plainly (Article 
IV ., Section 18) “ the Governor, Lieuten­ 
ant Governor, 
Secretary of State, Con­ 
troller, Treasurer, A ttorney-General, Chief 
Justice and Associate Justices of the Su­ 
preme Court and Judges of the Superior 
Courts sball be liable to impeachm ent for 
any misdemeanor in office.11 In the article 
creating and defining tho duties of Rail­ 
road Commissioners it says : 
“ The Leg­ 
islature shall have power, by a tw o-thirds 
vote of all the members olected to each 
House, to remove anyone or more of said 
Commissioners from office for dereliction 
of duty, or corruption, or incompetency ; 
and whenever, from any cause, a vacancy 
in office shall occur in said Commission, 
the Governor 


SHALL FILL THE SAME 
P.y the appointm ent of a qualified person 
thereto, who shall hold office for the resi­ 
due of the unexpired term , and until his 
successor shall have been elected and qual­ 
ified.” 
Iu the first instance the proceeding 
is judicial ; in the second instance it is 
purely a legislative Act. 
For the impeach­ 
able officers the Senate becomes a Court. 
Tne Asiem hly formulites articles of im­ 
peachment, and a trial is had before the 
Senate sitting as a Court of Impeachment. 
As relates to the Railroad Cammissioners, 
the removal may be accomplished by joint 
or concurrent resolution, and even before 
any judicial determ ination as to whether 
the corruption, the incompetency, or the 
neglect of duty has existed or does exist, 
The originators of this political 
design 
depend ¿upon political reasons for its suc­ 
cess. 
They will appeal te the Democratic 
m ajority in both houses by showing the 
pardean value in State and national poli­ 
tics of placing in the hands of the Governor 
the appointm ent of three R lilroad Com­ 
missioners. 
Such power in such hands 
will have the exact quality aud the coer­ 
cive effect upon tbe great transportation 
inter- sts of the couutry th at attaches to a 
shotgun in the hands of the highwayman. 
It is then the shotgun policy of Mississippi 
in a new form, but with the same object 
and aim—the restoration of Bourbm ism in 
America. 
In writing this we have prom­ 
ised to he judicially fair, even ideally just 
to General Stoneman, and, in pursuance of 
th at determ ination, we declare our belief 
th at w ith the conception or execution of 
this scheme he ha9 nothing whatever todo. 
There is a mental as well as physical sot­ 
tishness, which apprehends only in 


A DULL AND OBSCURE WAY 
The significance of current events. 
To 
mediocre natures high official station is the 
very sum m it of transfiguration, and egotis­ 
tical mediocrity in high office blindly con- 
tem plites itself as surrounded by the nim­ 
bus of magisterial position. 
I t is beyond 
its power to understand how elevated sta­ 
tion may serva only to give emphasis to 
stupidity or pit ful exposure to moral and 
political obliquity. 
Toe cost of the legis­ 
lative 
session 
was not for a moment 
weighed agaiust the political purposes to 
be achieved. 
There was no Governor to 
object to converting the State Treasury 
into a Democratic State campaign fund. 
There was no Governor to protest th at he 
occupied the position of chief m agistrate of 
the whole pecple.

tion, were reprehensib'e and wrong in the ! 
chief m agistrate of a great commonwealth, 
which constitutes the prostitution of a 
great office.

P e r m a n e n t In k s.— Ink-m aking has now 
become quite a high chemical art, ami 
there are so many kinds of ink in the m ar­ 
ket th at a choice is rather puzzling. 
I t is 
very desirable th at m anufacturers should 
state the composition of their inks—that 
is, the coloring m atter they contain. 
This 
might be done w ithout betraying any trade 
secrets. 
W e could then choose oar ink ac­ 
cording to its purpose. 
For document! of 
a perm anent character, aud subject to the 
possibility of intentional obliteration, the 
ink should contain more than one kind of 
coloring n u tte r ; as, for example, the old 
taDnogallate of iron plus indigo or aniline 
tlic k , and perhaps a little cipoer salt. No 
single chemical agent could bleach all of 
these, and neither paper nor parchm ent 
can stand a series of chemical solvents. 
The aniline inks, now largely used, are of 
very questionable durability. 
I t is uncer­ 
tain w hether they can indure the action of 
tim e alone. 
Supplemented w ith the old- 
fashioned iron salt, which has proved its 
durability, they are safe. It should always 
be understood th at the indelibility of any 
ink largely depends upon the nature of 
the surface to which it is applied. 
The 
more absorbent the paper, the more diffi­ 
cult is its removal, as it penetrates below 
the surface of such paper. 
If the paper is 
highly glazed, by covering it w ith any kind 
of varnishing m aterial, the possibility of re­ 
moving the whole surface, varnish, ink and 
all, is increased.—[ The < lentlem au’a Maga­ 
zine.
